An examination of some
details of the loas of life in past and recent
buttles will assist the formation of iuntelli-
gent opinion,

I'or the losses as well as the numbers en-
gazed in the battles of anliguity, we have but
uncertain data.  Suoch history as we possess
assertathat at Marathon 10,000 Greeks over-
threw J00,000 Persians, and that 200,000 of
the latter were glain. ‘This, of course, is the
Greek history, and not the Persian. At the
tuking of Jerusalem by Titus more than
1,000,000 Jews are belisved to have parished,
At Nuaissus, when Claudinsg defeated the
Giaths, it in said 500,000 of the latter were
killei, The siege of Acre cost an eqnal
uiber of Christian soldiers, At the battle
of Hustings 30,000 were killed—a vast propor-
tion of the numbers engaged. The famons
struggle at Bannockburn was one of the mos!
disastrons for Eovgland that ever occeurrad
before its date or since, the total loss
being “0,000, or one-hali of King Fdward's
whole army. At Cressy the English under
the Black Prince killed nearly as many as
theiv own number of the I'rench, . ¢, some-
what over 20,000; and at Agincourt Henry V
did even better, for, with only $,000 men,
he is declared to have beaten G0 000, of
whom 10,000 were killed and 14,000 taken
prisoners. The records state that at Blen-
beimi the English, under Marlborough,

slew 27,000 of their adversaries and took |

LL000 prisoners. At Fontenoy, where Mar-
sbal Saxe, at the head of the French, de-
feated the English under the Duke of Cuam-
berland, both sides confessed to a loss of
about 12,000, At Malplaguet the elliss lost
one-sixth of their whole force of 15,000 men,
avd {he French one fifth of theirs, or 0,000,
The loss of the Allies at Austerlitz was
H0,000 —one-third of their whole array; while
that of the French was 10,000 —one-seventh
of theirs, Of the 110,000 Austrians at the
battle of Wagram, 22,000 were wonnded or
slaip, and ef the 150,000 I'rench, 20,000 At
Rorodino, the awful number of {4,000 Rus-
sians were put lers de combat, being one-
third of their whole army, and 30,000 French,
or one-fourth of theirs. The allied loss at
Leipsic was 18,000 —one.sixth of their army,
and that of the I'rench, 45,000 —one-quarter,
At Waterloo, of the 110,000 a'lies, the loss
was 206,000, and of the 72,000 French, 135,000,
or wore than onehalf.

In the present generation the great Eavo-
pean battles may be considered to have been
Solferino, Koniggratz or Sadowa, Melz, and
Sedan. At Bolferino the French and Italians
bad 152,000, and lost 17,000 men, or one-
pinth, and the Austrinns had 160,000, and
lost 20,000, or one-eighth of their total force,
Of 220,000 Prussians at Badowa, but 9000, or
one-twenty-third, and of the 310,000 Aus-
trians, 41,000, or one-seventh, were lost,
The present estimate is that therse were
200,000 French in the three days' battles
Lefore Metz, and that 50,000 of them were
destroyed, and that of the 250,000 Germahs,
10,000, or one-sixth, represent the losses. It
is difficult’as yet to pronounce upon the num-
ber of killed and wounded at Sedan. It is
variously reckoned at from 20,000 to 40,000
men, The French who were made prisoners
numbered some =5, 000—the first instance of
the surrender of so large a body of troops
since the Romans capitulated to the Sam-
nites at the Candine orks. In our Awmeri-
can civil war the most sanguinary battles
exhibit mortality of nearly the same rela-
tive proportions s the most bloody
of the Luropean struggles. Abont 100,000
men—>io%8,000 Federals and 40,000 Confede-
rates—are recorded to have been ¢ngaged at
Antietam; the national loss is set down at
11,426, the Confederates at about 10,000;
the aggregate loss thus being more thau a
gquarter of the whele number of both com-
batants. Nearly the same numbers with the
same relative casnalties were seen at the
second Bull Run, At Gettysburg the ne-
tional loss is recorded at 25,190, and that of
the Coufederates at about 36,000, The nuwm-
bers ou each side having been about equal,
or, say 75,000 each, more than one-third of
tlie whole were missing or destroyed at the
end of the battle. It is commonly reckoned
that the American civil war cost by death in
setion, wonnds, and disease, about 1,000,000
avle-bodied men, which is also the number
said to have been expended in the wars of
Neapoleon I,

It seems probable, on the whole, that former
baltles have often been as destructive as the
worst of our own day, but thit the work of
death is usually done in a shorter time than
it once was, lodeed, there is no other way
thau this of explaining how it was that in
steh frightful battles as Borodino, Eylan, and
Bautzen, with the old musket and urtillery,
the ratio of killed and wounded was as great
as in the Franco-Prussinn war to-day, with
all the improved appliances of Chassepots and
rifled guns. Our own war, extending over a
vast area and in a new country, was highly ex-
ceptional, as was also that of the Urimea,

for obvious reasons, But where the
combatants are able quickly to
concentrate their strength and  got

at each other, issues are much move spsedily
decided. All the later European contesty
exewplify this, and secm to show that the
protincted encounters of past history are nn-
likely to be repeated, Indeed, whatever the

It is, however, |

plain that no such fighting as wo have lataly
seen counld be long maintained. Exhaustion
must soon come for both combatants. The
inherent property of such gigantic conflictsis,
that they must be short ones. Daestruotion is
swifter and wore fearful; but that it is sooner
over is, at least, some oconsolation for those
who witness without being able to pravent the
devastation and suffering wronght by the
combats of modern nations,

THE ARMISTICE QUESTION--A F'RESH
OPPORTUNITY I'OR INTERVENTION,
From the N; ¥. Herald

The situation as between Prussia and
France it docs appear is misunderstood not
only in this country, not only all over Europe,
but by the combatants themselves, and even
by the representatives of the two rival na-
tionalities. The difference of a peace and an
armistice we made plain to our readers some
days ago. Becanse Prussia made certain con-
ditions for an armisdee—conditions which,
though just enongh for an armistice. might
pol unjustly bave been deemed hard for a
peace seltlement—most of tha newspapers,
not pereeiving the difference, burst into tow-
cring passion and denounced the tyranny and
injustice of Prussia. Irance was unfortunate
and downtrodden, Prussia, or rather Ger-
many, was barbarian and bratal, Bismarck
was a fiend from the lower regions. Jules
Favre was an angel of light. France was all
right. TPrussia was all wrong.

Now, however, that we are in possession of
Bismarck's version of what actually did take
place at his interview with Jules I"avre, the
differencoe between a peace settloment and an
armistice is no longer misunderstood. Noris
it any longer possible to doubt that if Jules
I'avre had been able to find reason 1n his un-
reasonable collengnes this most unnecessary
and destruelive war would have been ended at
least two weelis ‘ago. DBismarck tells us, and
tells us plainly, that ‘‘the statement that he
refused an armistice is false.” ‘When he ot
Jules Favre at Ferrieres *‘it was agreed that

an armistice would be possible it IFrance
gave Prussia guarantees against delay—

ogainst destroying the advantages of the po-
sition she had won in the war.,” These guar-
antees included the retention of the fortresses
on the lines of communication batween Crar-
may and the advance posts of the German
artnies. They incladed also the surrender of
certain fortifications in the neighborhood of
Paris, g0 as to prevent the hesieged from
taking undue advantage of the armistice to
gather in supplies and so strengthen their
position. On these terms Bismarck was will-
g to grant an arnmistios of lifteen or twenty
days, thus permitting France to muake her
clections and convene her Constitnent Assom.
bly and form a responsible government which
could say ‘“*Yea" or *‘'Nay." According to
Dismarclk M. Jules IMavre could not bind
Frauce to any snch arrangement: buat he
promized to consult his colleagnes. Not find-
ing his colleagues in a mood to comply with
guch terms, Jules Favre wrote a letter to Kin

Willlam, as !l our readers know, l'uﬁ
of }mlrio!inm, but full also of bun.
comibe.  With DBismarck’s statement of
the case before us, we musl repeat that, by
the mewspaper world generally, the condi-
tions of a peace scttlement and of an armis-
tice have been absurdly confounded; that
Prussia had a perfect right in view of an
armuistice to make such conditions, and that
the Provisional Government was greally to
blame for not accepting the conditions and

| agreeing to a temporary suspension of hosti-

lities. It is natural for the Provisional Gov-
ernment and for France generally to regard
these conditions as hard; but it mus! also be
admitted that the Prussian aulhorities woald
bhave revealed & miserably plentiful lack of

| that wisdom which bns won them so groat

| to accomplish,

success if they had agreed to grant ao armis-
tice on terms more easy. Count Bismarck
was not the man in any circumstances, lenst
of all when his trinmphant legions were
knocking loudly at the gates of Paris to fling
away a vietory which his people had won at a
cost of so much bleod and so muech treasnra,
and which he himself had madeit Lis life labor
For poor France wa all fesl;
but sentiment is not always just, and no man
who loves I'rance and loves justice, too, can
bave any difficulty in endorsing the senti-
ment, ‘‘Pity that two weeks ago an armistice
was nol agreed to.” The fault clearly was
not Bismarck's, It was not Jules Favre's.
The blame rests with France, and with
France because she bes no responsible gov-
ernment,

An armistice to-day is wmore possible and
more desirable than ever, 'T'he terrific artil-
lery of Prussia is pointed and ready to burst
upon the doomed city of Paris—a eity in the
preservation of which, somehow, all the world
feels interested. 1f the Prussian guns do open
their mouths and beleh forth destruction on
the monnments and art treasures of the fairest
city of which modern eivilization can boast
no one can blame Prussia. 1t will not be the
fault of Count Bismarck, or General Moltke,
or of King William, or of the Crowa
Prince. It will only be their painfal duty —
their necessily. They bave no choice; they
cannot help it. It will not, we think, bLe
the fault of Jules Favre or of General Trochu.
With unnreasoning colleagues they lave no
choice; they cannot help it. Bat still we
wust regret the necessity of the destruction
of Paris. 1f Prussia has no choice but to
jour upon it destruction and death; if the
}’ruvisiuual Govermment is so feeble that it
can neither repel the invader nor become re-
sponsible for an armistice, thers is a loud
and imperative call addressed to the neuntral
powers once more to kindly interfere—to
persuade if they cannot compel. It i8 now
wanifest to all the world that the door for
intervention is open: that both Prussia
and France are willing to listen fo rea-
sop, if only they are properly ap-
proached. Let the great powers, one and
all, state to Fraunce that to save Paris, to
i)re\‘ent the nnnecessary bumiliation of the

"yench people, and pussibly to prevent a dis-
wemberment of the kingdom, more serious
than has yet been esontemplated, an urmistice
on Prussinn conditions must be accepted.
Vigorous, foreeful, decided action on the
part of the great powers is all that is neces-
sary to bring France to reason and to give
the provisional governbment the unity and
strength which they need. If Paris is bom.
barded in the circumstances the great neutral

| powers must, to a large extent, be held

‘ responsible. If they try and succeed, the
glory will be theirs. If they try and fail,
F'rance, so far a5 we can now see, wust baar
the punishment, nol altogether righteously,
but necessarily inflioted. We are willing Lo
bope that ntervention will, within afew days,
bring about an arwistize, and thus end & war
whioh was never necsssary, never justifiable,
but which is now offensive to the common
sense of mankind.
